For THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 15, 1908. 


To the District and Town of Chesterfield: 

As will be seen by the treasurer’s report, the expenses for the 
maintenance of schools has been materially lessened, and the terms 
of school correspondingly shortened. 

This is not in our opinion a matter of congratulation. A 
policy which robs the children of a chance to secure the best there 
is in the way of education will bring neither honor nor prosperity 
to the town. 

Let us deal liberally with our schools for with the children 
hes the future welfare of the commonwealth. 

The question of expert supervision is being strongly urged, 
and we hope that some arrangement may be made with neigh- 
boring towns for forming a supervisory district and employing a 
superintendent, in accordance with Chapter 77, session laws of 1899. 

On account of not being able to find competent teachers, the 
Spofford schools did not have their full allotment of school weeks, 
consequently there is a balance in the treasury of $116.80. These 
two schools should by right have the benefit of their unexpended 
portion in the year to come.
